During the cecond world war he served as a colonel in the Hungarian 
Army* and troop* und^r hi a command guarded Admiral HGRTHY from the 
Baals in July 1944. After the war he escaped to Germany, where he 
is reported to have served during 1945 as lay president of the 
Hungarian Reformed Church in Bxil e* 

2. KOSZORUS also became a meat or of General Andres ZAKO's 
UHBK and served as the Munich representative of this organisation. 
It Is reported that he led internal opposition in the UHBK, along 
with Ferenc IAS BAD I -K OVAC S , to ZAKO' s leadership and that he 
believed ZAKO was exploiting the UHBK for his own neo-Faacist poli- 
tical alms • Aocording to a source of undetermined reliability, 
KOSZORUS and Alb in KAPITANFFY were the only two leading menbers of 
the UHBK who could be considered "democratic**
